WOMEN REFUSED 


CALIFORNIA VOTE 


Early Election Returns Show 


Equal Suffrage Was 
Beaten at Polls. 


RECALL PLAN ACCEPTED. 


San Francisco, Cal., Oct. 10.—With returns 
from little more than one-tenth of the state 
at hand, the indications tonight were that 
California in the election today refused to 
grant equal suffrage to women, but had made 
the initiative and referendum and the recall, 
the latter including the judiciary, part of 
its organic law. 

Twenty-three proposed amendments to the 
constitution of the commonwealth were 
voted on today. Of these the three men- 
tioned and the proposition to make the state 
railroad commisison an appointive body and 
empowering the legislature to enlarge the 
powers of the board, overshadowed in public 
interest all the rest. 

The last, according to early returns, had 
been carried. 


Two-Thirds Vote Needed. 

In all cases a two-thirds vote was necessary 
for adoption. Returns to 9 o'clock showed 
8,635 votes for woman suffrage, with 8,908 
against. The initiative and referendum, on 
the other hand, showed a favorable vote of 
10,810, with only 8,610 against, while the re- 
call, notwithstanding the bitter fight made 
against it by many leading Republican pa- 
pers, was favored with even more emphasis, 
11,280 votes being reccease in ite favor and 
8,488 against. 

The railroad commission amendments were 
favored by a vote of 8,170 for, and 4,683 
against. 

Suffrage as Chief Issue. 

The unique feature of the campaign was 
the prominence which the question of woman 
suffrage took. It was thought when the 
campaign started that the recall, with the 
judiciary involved, and the initiative and 
refcrendum would engross public attention 
But the enthusiasm with which the women of 
the state engineered the campaign for wom- 
an suffrage practically made that question 
overshadow everything else during the clos- 
ing days. 

Today’s election carried to a conclusion the 
campaign for reform measures started by 
Gev. Hiram Johnson and the last legislature, 
which was ‘“ progressive '’ republican. 


Arrest Women Poll Workers. 

Los Angeles, Cal., Oct. 10.—[Special.]— 
Suffragets became so militant in their elec- 
tioneefing methods in the fashionable west 
end and university districts here today that 
Capt. J. J. Bradish, commanding the uni- 
yersity police station, sent out squads of 
patrolmen with instructions to arrest the 
women poll workers.

BIGAMIST HORTON 
SOLEMN TRIFLER 


Papers of Beecher ‘‘Pastor’’ 
Show He Wooed Chicago 
Girl and Repented It. 


WRITES NOTES OF APOLOGY 


Protests Attentions Were “Pure and 
Holy’ While Admitting His Wife 
Was Alive and Not Divorced. 


MINISTER DISPUTES RIGHT TO ‘REV.’ 


Letters and other evidence found yesterday 
in the investigation into the career of John 
Horton, the Beecher, Ill, preacher who con- 
fessed himself a bigamist, reveal that indi- 
vidual as a solemn Lotharilo possessed of a 
wife and three children, adopting the title 
of “‘reverend,” to which he had no right, 
and flirting with every susceptible woman 
who happened to cross his path. 

Up to date three women besides the orig- 
inal Mrs. Horton, now living in England, 
have been disclosed as victims of the “ Rev.’’ 
Mr. Horton’s wiles. There may be others. 
The investigation is only forty-eight hours 
old and the trail still appears to be warm. 
The three known victims are: 

MISS AMANDA BRENKER, the 
Beecher, Ill., girl kuown as wife No. 
2, whom he married in Chicago Iiast 
Saturday. 

MISS ROSA FRIES, formerly of 
Oak Park, now a resident of Hirscher, 
1. . 
AN ENGLISH WOMAN, still un- 
nemed, who was responsible for the 
rift in Herton’s English matrimenial 
affairs that brought him to America 
five months ago. 

Sings Lullabies Through Bars.

by Jailor Wills of Joliet.

‘“*We can’t have this, young woman,’

“* Hush,’ she replied. ‘ You'll wake him

Two letters produced yesterday show that 
Miss Fries, however. was made of different 
stuff. It appears from these letters Horton 
wrote her a note couched in ecclesiastically 
affectionate terms and that the girl, instead 
of falling in love with him, turned it over to 
her pastor, the Rev. W. J. Davis of Moody 
institute. The latter dropped Horton a mis- 
sive of such a character as to bring from that 
individual two distinct apologies, one for Mr.

Apologizes to Miss Fries. 

Beecher, Will County, Il, Aug. 24, 1911. 
—Miss Fries: I have received a letter 
from your pastor, the Rev. W. Day, re- 
garding the letter I wrote you. Youacted 
wisely in taking it to him and in giving 
him your confidence. Allow me to Say 
that I am more than sorry to have hurt 
you or to have wounded you in any way, 
and I humbly offer fou my deepest apol- 
ogy and plead for full forgiveness. Kindly 
allow me to earnestly say, as God is wit- 
ness, my motives were pure and my mind 
and heart were clean. Will you please 
not only forgive but endeavor to forget 
and blot the whole affair out of your 
memory? I am deeply grieved and sin- 
cerely sorry that this has happened. I 
would give all I possess to recall it. Trust- 
ing you will pardon me and tell your pas- 
tor so, I beg to remain, yours most re- 
spectfully, Joun HORTON. 


Writes Letters of Apology.

For if I have done 
wrong, as you seem to strongly affirm, 
then I am more in need of your loving 
sympathy and active friendship. I am 
alone in this country, utterly alone outside 
of yourself and Hunks. I have not a 
friend. I was struck by Miss Fries’ kindly 
manner and dared to intrude on it. For- 
give me if I have done wrong, though!

lady to be your friend. I had absolutely 
no thought of wrong. My mind and heart 
were and still are pure and clean. 

I am truly more than sorry to in any 
way have hurt her and do most sincerely 
and humbly apologize.

Municipal Court Finds Bailiff 
Has “Bounced” Ten Men 
Since July 1 Because 
of Politics. 


REPORT GIVES REASONS

Some of Victims Go Into Details 


and Chief Is Threatened 
with a Contempt 


Charge. 


Thomas M. Hunter, bailiff of the Municipal! 
court, has, in effect, been found gullty of 
playing politics in the discharging and hiring 
of deputies since July 1. A committee of 
three judges made the finding. 

The committee is composed of Joseph Z. 
Uhlir, credited to the Lorimer faction: Sher- 
idan E. Fry of the Deneen ranks, and John 
J. Rooney, one of the newly elected Demo- 
crates. They made their report to the other 
judges yesterday afternoon. They found that 
the bailiff had discharged ten of his assist- 
ants “ without cause.” It is reasonably cer- 

in @ majority of the judges will order 
these deputies reinstated at a special meet- 
ing to be held on Friday. If Bailiff Hunter, 
at his friends predict, discharges these men 
again, it is possible he will be asked to show 
cause why he should not be lodged in jail 
for contempt of court. 

Mr. Hunter and his attorneys. O. F. Gever- 
son and Wiliiam Chones, appeared before the 
judges yesterday afternoon and argued that 
the part of the Municipal court act which 
authorized the court to reinstate discharged 
balliff_s is '.nconstitutional. They will present 
Citations on Friday to prove this contentior.

Hunter Admits Men’s Abilities. 

Each one of these men appeared before 
the committee and said he had been told by 
Mr. Hunter or his chief deputy, George 
Woods, that there was no complaint against

Later I saw Chief Hunter. He told me my 
ward leader was wrong; that he had stood 
for the direct primaries and civil service. He 
said that he had nothing against my char- 
acter or employment—in fact, he wasalways 
complimenting me on my work.” 


Trades Jobs for Support. 

A part of McKeone's testimony reads: 

‘‘Mr. Hunter said he had nothing against 
my character or efficiency. He said I ie 
been one of the best. I asked why I was dio 
charged. He said, ‘I am a candidate for re- 
nomination. The organization of the’nhorth- 
west side would not be with me, and I intend 
between now and November to have my 
fences so repaired that I shall be renomi- 
nated two to one.’ I tohd him he was making 
a fall guy out of me and I was only a little 
batter in the game. I told him, too, that he 
was taking a knock at Joe Haas over my 
head and that Joe would be eating three 
square meals a day when I'll be knocking at 
the back door for a handout. Hunter said 
that the northwest side had not been square 
with Lundin.”

NIGHT VISIT OF PATTISON REVIEWED 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN. 
Instead of routine reiteration of testimony | 
taken in previous inquiries, the first day's | 
sitting in Chicago of the senatoria! investi- | 
gating committee yesterday was productive 
of fresh revelations. These included the 
names of persons not hitherto directiy con- 
nected with the corruption attendant upon 
the election of William Lorimer to the United 
States senate. 

Elbridge Hanecy, counsel for Mr. Lorimer, 
unwittingly asked the questions that forcea 
John M Peffers. formerly secretary to Al- 
bert J. Hopkins and one of the latter's cam- 
Ppaign officers at Springfield, to reveal his 
suspicion that the following men were cor- 
ruptly influenced to vote for Mr. Lorimer:

Mr. Lorimer did not arrive until after the 
committee assembled. Edward Hines wag 
conspicuous by his absence. 


“Weak Sisters’ Watched Closely. 

The committee members and everyone 
present, whether connected with the trial or 
not, displayed lively interest when Mr. 
Peffers began to bring in the names of men 
he believed, and believes today, cast their 
votes corruptly for Lorimer. “ For the last 
month of the deadlock,” he said, “ the whole 
idea of the Hopkins camp was “ to prevent 
our men from being bought.” - were 
“weak sisters" in the Hopkins following 
end these were watched closely. Senator 
Downing he suspected because part of the 
time he had been drinking and was “ the kird 
of fellow they were working on.” The night 
before the election Downing told him he tn- 
tended to vote for Hopkins, yet he cast his 
ballot for Lorimer. 

The witness suspected Representative 
Burgett all the time. He said Burgett was 
weakminded and shortly before the election 
absented himself from the Hopkins head- 
quarters, of which he was an officer. Re- 
ferring to Representative Lawrence, Mr. 
Hanecy asked: 

“"What was it you think induced him to 
vote for Lorimer?’ 

“ Money, I think,” replied the witness. 

As to Fieldstack, Peffers repeated several 
conversations in which the Chicago repre- 
sentative said he was “ working for Field- 
stack,’’ and that it had cost him $985 to goto 
the legislature, which, he had to get back. 


Hopkins Wouldn’t “Come Across.” 

Besides the sensational developments in 
the testimony of Mr. Peffers, facts of im- 
portant character were obtained from three 
preceding witnesses—@enator Frank A. Lan- 
dee of Moline Representative Thomas Camp- 
bell of South Rock Island, and Representative 
William M. Groves of Petersburg. Landee 
not only retold the story of the visit of John 
L. Hughes. one of Lorimer’s associates, to his 
home at Moline for the purpose of influenc- 
ing his vote, but Informed the committee 
the late Representative Charlies 8. Luke, 
shortly before Lorimer's clection, said to 
him: <= 

“ You tell Hopkins for me that I can get 
him ten votes if he wil) do the right thing.” 

Because of Luke's tendency to drink. Lane 
dee did not take his statement seriously, 
though he reported it to Mr. Hopkins. After 
the election Landee met Luke and said te 
him: 

“I thought you were going to vote for Mr. 
Hopkins.”’ 

“*Well.” he says.” reported Landee, 
“* Hopkins wouldn't come across.” " 

According to Landee. Hughes was sent by 
Lorimer to induce h‘m to change h‘s vote to 
the latter. Hughes is a director in Lorimer’s 
bank and associated with him in the Federal 
Improvement company. He was active at 
Springfield and eleewhere.

Job Offered for Vote. 

Campbell testified he met Hughes the next 
day on the street in Springfield. The latter 
told him he was iooking after Mr. Lorimer’s 
interests and urged Campbell to vote for 
Lorimer. When the representative refused 
he asked him: 

“ Wouldn't you like to have a job?” 

“*] gaid.” replied Campbell, ‘you havent 
got any job big enough for me. He says, 
*J’m sorry.’ and left.” 

Representative Groves again described the 
visit of Douglas Pattison to his room in 
Springfield the night before the election and 
the proposal made by the latter which he 
regarded af an attempt to bribe. Pattigon 
said to Groves, according to the latter, that 
forty or forty-two Democrats would vote the 
next day for Lorimer and the witners quoted 
his visitor as observing it would be a ** good 
thing’ for him if he would join with his 
oolleagues. 

Groves also repeated conversations with 
Representatives Henry Terrill of Colchester 
end Homer E. Shaw of Bement, who toid 
him they could have gotten a thousand dol- 
lars each had they voted for Lorimer.

Landee Tells of Talk with Luke. 

Landee was the first witness sworn when 
the session opened. He testified he had lived 
in Moline since 188, is in the business of 
manufacturing office furniture and wood 
mantels, and is serving his second term in 
the state senate. He voted for Hopkins on 
every ballot in 1909 except on the separate 
ballots in the senate, on which he voted for 
Foss, who carried the primary plurality in 
the Moline district. He voted for Hopkins 
after participating in the Republican sena- 
torial caucus at Sprirgfield in January. 

Attorney Healy, conducting Landee’s ex- 
amination. questioned him about a conversa- 
tion which he said he had with Represente- 
tive Luke, now dead. in the lobby of the St. 
Nicholas hotel, Springfield, shortly before 
Lorimer’s election. In response to Mr. 
Wealy’s questions Landee replied: 

“One evening I came over to go up to 
Senator Hopkins’ headquarters. As I was 
going into the hotel lobby I went over to 
the ice cooler to get 2 drink. Mr. Luke came 
over too. He spoke to me and asked if 1 
was going up to Hopkins’ rooms. I told him 
yes. Hesaid: ‘ You tell Hopkins for me that 
I can get him ten votes if he wil! do the right 
thing.” IT might further state this was asked 
me at Springfield with the senate committee, 
amd 1 protested against giving that on ac- 
count of the man’s death.” 

“Did you convey that information to Sen- 
ator Hopkins?’ asked Mr. Healy 

‘l went right -up the stairs—his headquar- 
‘ters was on the second floor.,’’ replied the wit- 
ness. “As I came in and shook hands with 
him I told Hopkins what Luke said and I 
repeated it as a joke. I did not think any 
more of it” 

Says Hopkins Refused Offer. 

“ What. if anything, did Mr. Hopkins say?’ 

“He said he did not want votes in that 
Way. or something to that effect.” 

“Did you, have a talk with Mr. Luke sub-

Gets Offer of Patronage. 

“YT said ‘ You might not be sure of that.’

appointments of that district. I told him 
We never had very much federal patronage, 
except the postmasters, ,and that I supposed 
they were controlled by congressmen. He 
said others could appoint them. He also 
said it would be to my interest to vote for 
Mr. Lorimer if he was going to be elected. 

“TI told him I did not know why he should 
come to my house, as I had seen Mr. Lorimer 
ig Spfingfield that week several times, and 
1 did not think it necessary he should come. 

“He asked me if there were some parties, 
I forget their names, who had spoken to me 
about ft, some from Moline, some from Rock 
Island, and some from. Davenport, fe. I 
told him none of those gentlemen had spokea 
to me.

Groves Tells of Pattison’s Visit, 

Jacob Groves of Camp Point, Adams coun- 
ty, a farmer and Democratic member of the 
Forty-sixth general assembly from the Quin- 
cy district, was the first witness at the after- 
noon session. He had beer a member of the 
Forty-first, Forty-second, and Forty-third 
general assemblies. He voted for Stringer for 
senator throughout. the. deadlock' and did 
not vote for Lorimer. 

The night before Lorimer’selection, he tes- 
tified, he was awakened after midnight at 
his room at the Illinois hote!, Springfield, and 
upon opening it found there Douglas Pattison. 
of Freeport, former minority leader of the 
house and a candidate for the Democratic 
nomination for governor in 1906. 

Mr. Marble, conducting the examination, 
asked him to repeat the conversation. 

“A nearly as I remember.” said the wit- 
ness, “Mr, Pattison entered the room. We 
‘were acquainted. I had served with him In 
former sessions of the legislature. He said, 
*I believe you are a Mason.’ I told him I 
was not. He said. ‘ Are you an Oddfellow” - 
I sald yes. He said he believed he could 
trust me with a secret, or something confiden- 
tial. I told him probably he could.

Told Story to Others, 

On cross examination by Mr. Hanecy Mr. 
Groves said he had told this story to Etmer 
Selby, editor of the Camp Point Journal, 
State’s Attorney John T. Gilmer of Adams 
county, and in part to State’s Attorney Ed- 
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mund Burke of Sangamon county, and to 


his own family. 

In a cross fire of questions from Mr. Han- 
ecy and answers from the witness, Mr. 
Groves said he stuck firmly by his testimony 
regarding his conversations with Repre- 
sentatives Terrill, Donahue, and Shaw, in 
spite of the details of these three men re- 
specting salient points of Mr. Groves’ testi- 
mony.

“Did you get angry at Mr. Pattison?”

I 
thought it was his business there at that 
time of night."

Told to “Name Own Amount.” 

Peffers was the next witness. He related 
the conversation he had had with State 
Senator McCormick shortiy before the elec- 
tion of Lorimer when the witness was private 
secretary to Senator Hopkins. 

‘‘MeCormick told me,” said the witness, 
‘he had been ofrered money to change his 
vote from Hopkins to Lorimer. He speci- 
fied the amount as $2,500. He-said that 
he had refused the money and then had 
been asked to name the amount for which 
he would change his vote. He didn’t say 
whe had made the offer.” 

The above was one of numerous conversa- 
tiops which Peffers said he had had with 
McCormick. We said the reason he talked 
frequently with McCormick was because he 
understood somebody was working on him to 
induce him to change his vote. 

The conversation with McCormick quote¢ 
sbove, Peffers said, satisfied him the state 
fenator was going to stick with Hopkins. 

Peffers further said he understood that for 
the last eight or ten years there had been a 
corrupt fund in the Illinois assembly. On 
cross examination Mr. Hanécy sought *o 
establish that Peffers learned of this fund 
simultaneously with his association wit?

Pressed by Hanecy to name othe# legislators 
he suspected, Peffers mentioned Representa 
tive Burgett. 

According to Peffers, Burgett was a mem- 
ber of Hopkins’ legislative committee, and 
when he kept away from the Hopkins head- 
quarters Peffers knew he had abandoned the 
Hopkins cause.

Gustavus T. Tatge, former county attor- 
ney, will be named special attorney for the 
county in the sults against the treasurers. 

A resolution brought up in the board 
meeting yesterday by Commissioner Law- 
rence J. Coffey started the fight on the 
former officials. Collections will be attempted 
from all treasurers In office since 1898. 

These former treasurers or their estates 
will be asked to reimburse the county: 

D. H. KOCHERSPERGER. 
SAMUEL B. RAYMOND. 
JOHN J. HANBERG. 
JOHN R. THOMPSON. 


Charges Made in Resolution. 
The charges mad« against the former 
treasurers in the resolution calling for the 
legal procedure are as follows: 

That it has been the custom and 
practice of county treasurers in the Coun- 
ty of Cook to retain as and for their 
own use interest received upon public 
funds. Such right is unsettled and never 
has been adjudicated in the courts. 

That county treasurers have received 
and retained as and for their own use 
the 2 per cent commission upon all 
inheritance taxes collected during their 
respective terms of office, which amounts 
to about $20,000 a year. 

That the county treasurers also have 
failed to pay into the general? fund of 
Cook county compensation received as 
ex-officio town collectors of the seven 
towns in the city of Chicago, which 
amounts to $10,500 per year. | 


Charge O’Connell Blocked Inquiry. 

The Chicago Bureau of Public Efficiency 
charged during the day that its attempts to 
inquire into workings of the office of treasur- 
er of Cook county had been blocked by Treas- 
vrer O Connell and Assistant Treasurer 
Jacobowsky. : 

The bureau is to make an examination of 
all fee offices of Cook county for judges of 
the Circuit court, who have agreed to fix 
the number of employés for such offices. 
A report of an inquiry into the office of 
recorder already has been submitted to the 
judges. 

Says Treasurer Blocked Inquiry. 

“When the bureau was ready to under- 
take the systematic study of the entire office 
of county treasurer it encountered an un- 
friendly attitude,”’ the statement reads. “It 
was evident the county treasurer and his 
principal assistants would prefer no investi- 
gation. Without flatly refusing to allow an 
inquiry, however, they subjected the bu- 
reau’s investigators to repeated delays, and 
finally prescribed such limitations to the in- 
quiry as practically blocked the way of the 
bureau to make such an investigation as 
would disclose the number of employés 
actually needed in his office. 

“Treasurer O'Connell said he was willing 
to afford facil...es that would enable the 
investigators to understand the workings of 
the office, but under no circumstances would 
he permit inspection of the books of account. 
However, Jacobowsky, the assistant treas- 
urer, managed by one pretext or another to 
prevent the making of any progress in the 


inquiry.”

MISS PRESS OF “COINERS” 


U.S. Detectives’ Raid Incomplete, 
Says Engraving Expert. 


SUSPECTS ANOTHER CACHE. 


Camera Seized Is Only Part of Elab- 
orate Equipment. 


The decision of an expert in a local engrav- 
ing concern indicates to Capt. Thomas L 
Porter of the United States secret service 
that the raid of Nootka island, British Co- 
lumbia, for counterfeiters’ tools was not thor- 
ough.. Relying on the belief that Albert Leon, 
arrested on Monday in New. York, had per- 
fected a photogravure process for printing 
the spurious $10 bills, no prolonged search 
was Made for a printing press. 

At about the time Leon was waiving ex- 
amination yesterday and consenting to re- 
turn to Chicago for trial under $10,000 bail, 
the expert told Capt. Porter the bills had been 
made from a steel plate. It is believed the 
press is hidden in the woods near ‘ Friendly 
Cove,” the almost inaccessible place where 
Leon, Marneek, and Swanson are alleged to 
bave made the money. 

So far over $400 in bad money has been re- 
ported to the Chicago office alone, all ap- 
parently made by the same hands. This came 
through the banks, and it is likely there us 
as much more still fn circulation. 


Men Pose as Hunters. 

“Friendly Cove” was @ log cabin but!t in 
the midst of a thick forest off Nootka bay, 
and its occupants posed as hunters When 
the Seattle operatives raided it, working 
on information from Chicago, they found 
what was left of a photographic studlo, but 
no sign of a printing press. 

According to engravifig experts the coun- 
terfeiting process was a long one. requiring 
the photographing of a good bill, transferring 
the image to another plate, and repeating, 
each plate belng touched up before re- 
taking. The final image was transferred 
to a steel plate. In some ways, probably, the 
process was a new one, and operatives hope 
to make Leon tell how it was done. 


Trail of Bad Money. 

The men icft Nootka island last May and 
traveled through the west, leaving a trail 
of swindled shopkeepers behind them, it Is 
said. On Sept. 10, according to Swanson's 
confession. they came to Chicago, and on 
Sept. 14 Swanson was arrested. 

Swanson and Marneek, now™in the county 
jail, will be ready to appear against Leon 
tomorrow iff the alleged head of the gang 
fights prosecution. Assistant Chief W. H. 
Moran ofthe secret service, now prosecuting 
a case in Omaha, is expected in Chicago to- 
day, and will probably ald in this case, 

With the big case largely out of the way, 
Capt. Porter is investigating some ailver 
dollar counterfeits. a number of which have 
been reported in the last two weeks. They 
are of several varieties, made of silver plated 
lead.

FINDS GREAT WATER WASTE; 


Report of Council Subcommittee Rec- 
ommends Wide Improvements and 
Thorough Supervision. 


Chicago wastes from 300,000,000 to 400,000,- 
000 gallons of water every day From one- 
half to two-thirds of all the water pumped 
in Chicago is actually lost. 

These facts were reported yesterday by @ 
subcommittee of the city council water com- 
mittee which has devoted the summer 
months to a study of the water problem. The 
causes of the waste are given as underground 
leakage of water mains; leakage from faulty 
plumbing, and careless and unnecessary use 
of water by consumers who pay on a front- 
age basis. 

The waste of water was made the subject 
of special investigation by the aldermen. The 
rated pumping capacity from the combined 
stations amounts to 635,210,000 gallons per 
twenty-four hours. The maximum pumping 
capacity for the same length of time is 686,- 
710,000 gallons. Although it would appear 
that Chicago has a system equipped to fur- 
nish an abundance of water at all times the 
subcommittee declares that the water short- 
age in many localities causes actual suf- 
fering every summer. 

Recommendations for the extension and 
improvement of the system are made in the 
report. Employment of an engineer to assist 
the committee in continuing its inquiry and 
providing for a system which will meet the 
demands of the future growth in population 
is suggested.

As a result, Blaine admitted he had no facts 
or information personally known to him to 
be true upon which to substantiate his 
charges. He admitted the charges were 
based largely on newspaper editoriais, poHt!- 
cal speeches, and hearsay. 

“ And upon such information you were wil!- 
ing to make allegations which might jeopard- 


proven true might send him to the peniten- 
tiary—is that true?’ asked Senator W. B. 
Heyburn, the chairman. 

To this question Blaine made no answer 
other than that he thought he was perform- 
ing a public duty by having an investigation 
of what he said was current report. 


Thought He Filled Duty. 

**Do you think it a public duty to bring 
charges against a United States senator 
without facts to substantiate them?’ asked 
Chairman Heyburn. 

I thought so,’ replied the witness. 

“So when the investigation {s begun you 
have to give the committee no facts what- 
ever which ‘could be admitted in a court of

Basis for First Charge. 

The first three of the charges pertained to 
the giving by Senator Stephenson to E. A. 
Edmonds, bis campaign manager. “a sum 
in excess of $106,000 and approximating $250, - 
yoo.” It was developed that $107,793 was the 
correct amount. ; 

‘How do you know that this money was 
given to Edmonds to commit bribery and to 
axccomplish other corrupt ends?’ Blaine was 
asked. 

‘*T had Edmonds’ word that he received 
certain sums for campaign purposes. The 
words ‘ corrupting and bribing electors ’ were 
put in to meet the requirements of the law 
in making specific charges in such instances.” 

As basis for the charge that “ large sums 
of money were puid to one Hambright of 
Racine’ Blaine cited information given him 
by an editor of a newspaper opposed to Senr- 
ator Stephenson. 

* That was all the informatior you hed?’ 
he was asked. 

‘Yes, that was all,”’ be said. 


Fails to Name Amounts. 

The charges that money was distributed 
unlawfully first to voters in Grant county and 
then to voters fn the entire state, Blaine said, 
were made upon information given him by 
L. H. Stevens and OQ. A. Bastman. but no 
facts as to the amount of money were ob- 
tained by the witness. 

You say in your charges that money was 
paid to buy the yotes of Democrats.

Waleh shrugged his shoul- 
ders and without a word went back to his 
work in the newspaper clipping bureau. 

Even messages from his family begging 
the attorney general for some definite infor- 
mation regarding the time of the parole went 
unanswered, and the invariable stetement, 
‘nothing to say,’’ was made to all inquiries. 
Every one about the department of justice 
appears to know that the parole has been 
granted and will be in force in a few days, 
but details are absent.

VERY visitor to BWagle River, Wis., 
soon after his arrival is informed of 
the work on the part of the Greater 
Eagle River Plan Commission to cre- 
ate for posterity an Kagle River Beau- 
| tiful. Eagle River now numbers twenty-two 
hundred souls, according to Editor Bowen, the 
| Hagle River Plan Commission, or six hundred 
‘and fifty, if you ask old man Greene, who is a 
_erusty and crabbed old cove. Editor Bowen 
| originated the idea of an Eagle River Beau- 
tiful and in every issue of his weekly paper 
he pounds away vigorously at his idea. 

Editor Bowen has modeled his campaign 
after the Chicago plan. His idea of an Eagle 
River Beautiful as now outlined, and which 
old man Greene, the leader of the opposition, 
says is only an idle dream, includes the follow- 
ing radical changs:

Sweet Potatoes. 


WEET potatoes. it has been found, by 
careful analysis, contain 9 per cent ‘less 
water and 9 per cent more carbohydrates 
than white potatoes. This excess of 
starchiness is both starch and sugar, 


| and, of course, it is the sugar which they con- 


tain which gives them their flavor and name. 
This sugar is in two forms, cane sugar and 


an invert sugar which is more digestible than 


4 them 


that. 
It is the sugar in sweet potatoes that allies 


to the dessert materials as well as to 
vegetables. It is sald that in Asia they are 
preserved in sugar much as we preserve fruit. 
They are believed to have been natives of the 
Malay archipelago, from whence they were tin- 
troduced into Europe, where they fell into dis- 
favor, after the Introduction of the white po- 
tato, because they were considered too sweet to 
be used as a vegetable and not sweet enough to 
fill the place of cakes, sweet fruits; etc. 
~~ 

The Cubans use the sweet potato for 
‘dulces.” and many dainties are made of It tn 
the south, but the potato raised in a semi- 
tropical climate is much better suited to these 
things than fs the sweet potato we get. A gov- 
ernment bulletin on potatoes says in reference 
to-the sugar in sweet potatoes: “The propor- 
tion of sugar and starch varies with the 
climate. The warmer the place in which the 
plant {s grown the greater the proportion of 
food laid by in the form of sugar. Tropical 
sweet potatoes sometimes contain almost equal 
quantities of sugars and starch. Those grown 
in New Jersey, on the other hand. probably do 
not average more than 5 or 6 per cent of sugar, 
or about one-fifth of their total carbohydrates.” 

The sweeter and more juicy “royal tuber” 
of the south, the yam, does not keep as well ag 
the dry and starchy varieties, so we have not 
as good a material for desserts as have the 
people of that section, yet a good many people 
do make a sweet potatoe ple, following almost 
exactly a squash pie recipe. 

The roasted potato, whether white or sweet, 
is the best potato that ever one tastes, but this 
is almost unknown !n these days, since so few 
of us have the ashes in which to roast it. The 
baked potato !s quite another thing. 

The sweet potato cooked “southern style” ts 
« favorite garnish with many people for roast 
pork. The fried sweet potato has become all 
too common, as it is usually of indifferent ex- 
cellence,

FIRE PREVENTION. 
Daniel H. Burnham said to some fellow 
architects on the anniversary of the fire 
of 1871, “ Chicago is in constant danger of 
another conflagration that would cestroy 

athe business section of the city.” There are 
“many fireproof buildings in the business dis- 
“trict now, while there were hardly any forty 
Years ago. But, according to Mr: Burnham, 
““no building today is fireproof from the 
outside.” That is, if a storm of heat burst 
‘upon a building which was firepropf from 
the interior, a# of its contents that could 
-burn—the costly stocks of goods for instance 
o—would be consumed. 

This warning of Mr. Burnham’s is not. 
the first one. Chiefs of the fire department 
have told us what would be likely to happen ‘ 

if a fire driven on by a raging westerly or 
‘southwesterly wind were to leap to the 
south side while most of the apparatus was 
on the other side of the South branch. We 
‘know what a quantity of inflammable ma- 
terial there is within a short distance of the 
‘business district and the furnace heat it 
could throw out. :

ACTION ON EPIDEMICS. 

HE action of Thursday afternoon's 

session of health officers of about a 

dozen cities which will cause most 

surprise was the vote that schools 

should not be closed when there is 
an epidemic of measles, scarlet fever, diph- 
theria, smallpox, infantile paralysis, or 
meningitis in a community. 

It was the judgmem of this group of 
health officers of large experience that it 
is easier to control an epidemic when the 
children come to school than when they 
play on the streets and playgrounds. 

It was advised that when an epidemic 
appeared in a town where there was be 
school inspection the proper policy was to 
keep the schools open and inaugurate school 
inspection, planning to have it continue at 
least as long as the epidemic lasted. When 
epidemic eonditions prevail) all school cbil- 
dren should be watched closely for what 
seems to be ordinary sore throats and ordi- 
nary skin eruptions. In epidemic of diph- 
theria, meningitis, and infantile paralysis 
the nose and throat secretions of the well 
children must be examined bacteriologically. 

The meeting voted that rooms should be 
disinfected after cases of tuberculosis, scar- 
let ‘fever, diphtheria, measles, smallpox, 
infantile paralysis, and meningitis. 

They said that typhoid fever should bea 
reportable disease. 

That “ carriers ’’ should be excluded from 
school. This includes carriers of diphtheria, 
meningitis, and infantile paralysis as well 
as typhoid. 

Probably we should explain that a carrier 


is a well person harboring disease bacteria | 


and capable of passing them on to others, 

That all late cases of consumption should 
be cared for in hospitals. 

That al) schools should have inspection 
both for cpyntagion and for physical defects. 

That vaccination should be obligatory in 
all schools, city, town, and village. 

That the diagnosis of diphtheria should be 
made by physical examination, the labora- 
tory examination requiring too much time; 
but that quarantine be not lifted until there 
have been two negative throat cultures. 

That every health department should 
bave laboratory facilities either through a 
municipal, state, or college laboratory, or 
by some other arrangement where these are 
not available. 

That medical inspection of schoo] chil- 
dren should be under the health depart- 
merit rather than the board of education. 

In addition several other subjects were 
freely discussed and were referred-to a com- 
mittee consisting of Drs. Keifer of Detroit, 
Spalding of Chicago, and Landis of Cin- 
cinnati for.report. These reports are to 
be published under the auspices of the As- 
sociation of Commerce. They are offered 
to help the authorities of cities in the solu- 
tion of the problems of their municipalities. 
If the citizens will interest themselves in 
the provision for these matters in their own

DANGER FROM CONSUMPTION. 

J. W. writes: “I am invited to visit at the 
home of a friend who has been failing in 
health for three years. He inherits con- 
sumption on both sides of his family. His 
trouble seéms to be debility and nervous 
breakdown; it is so diagnosed by his physt- 
clan. He has night sweats, is hollow eyed, 
thin, and pale, but has no cough, I havea 
weak throat and occasionally a short, hack- 
ing cough. Would it be safe for me to spend 
two or three months at his home?’ 


, REPLY. 

Your description of your friend suggests very: 
strongly a case of tuberculosis. In your own weak- 
ened condition it would not be wise to closely as- 
sociate with any one who possibly suffers from con- 
sumption. 

The fact that his disease has not been diagnosed 
as tuberculosis would add greater danger to the 
situation because the precautions usually employed 
in such cases would not be taken in this instance. 

The amount of risk in such a visit would depend 
upon the closeness of association, the habits of 
the person afflicted, and the duration of the stay. 

We should not advise you to make this visit un- 
less you can positively assure yourself that no 
active tuberculosis exists in the family of your 
friend.

FRESH BUTTERMILK BETTER. 
W. W. writes; “Is freshly. churned but- 
termilk good for the health? Is it as good 
as buttermilk which is tart?’ 


REPLY. 

The name buttermilk is given to the milk left 
after churning. Most of the reputation of butter- 
milk is due to the fresh buttermilk, just out of 
the churn. . 

Those who live tn the country we advise to stick 
to freshly churned buttermilk. The same advice 
is given those who live in the city and know where 
and how to get this kind of buttermilk. 

Buttermilk made from the churning of sweet 
cream is better than that made by churning sour 
cream.

K. K. writes: “ Will you kindly tell me 
something about diabetes? Is it hereditary?

Certain ' 
races are more susceptible to it than others. In 
essence it ig caused by long continued nervous 
strain, which results in a disturbance of the pan- 
creas and liver. The kidney symptoms are sec- 
ondary. 

2. It is not a contagious disease. * 

8. Both sexes suffer from diabetes. It not In- 
frequentiy happens that man and wife are both 
affected by it. The relationship is not clearly un- 
derstood. 

4. The first symptoms are increased thirst and 
sometimes increased appetite, a larger amount of 
water passed through the kidneys than usual, ema- 
elation, and itching of the skin following. 

5. It is possible to haye diabetes at the age of 68.

Sir Henry himself is a former soldier, now

Countess Camifia Hoyos, who has just ar- 
rived in this country from England, is a fre- 
quent visitor to the United States and has 
a number of friends here, especially in New 
York and up in the Berkshires She is the 
youngest daughter of the late Count George 
Hoyos of the Austrian navy and of the lat- 
ter’s wife, Alice Whitehead, a grandchild, 
therefore, of old Robert Whitehead, the in- 
ventor and manufacturer of the famous 
Whitehead torpedo. 

The countess inherited a large share of 
her grandfather's great fortune which in 
Engiand alone amounted to some $10,000,000, 
the bulk of his property being situated in 
Austria, especially at Fiume, on the Adri- 
atic, where the huge Whitehead torpedo 
works are situated. 

She was born on the Isle of Wight, was 
brought up almost wholly in England, is a 
familiar figure in London society, is a i, 
handsome woman with blue eyes and fluffy 
golden hair, and formerly was engaged to 
Samuel Pepys Cockerell of the British for- 
eign: office, but broke off the engagement 
within a fortnight of the date appointed for 
the wedding. One of her sisters is the widow 
of the late Prince Herbert Bismarck, while

The Hoyos family is of Spanish origin and 
came from the Iberian peninsula to Germany 


‘tn the traig’ of Emperor Charles V. Indeed, 


the original house of Hoyos stil) flourishes 
in Spain, and for a tumbBer of years the Mar- 
quis Hoyos of Madrid was Spanish ambas- 
sador at the court of Vienna. The Hoyoses 
were created barons of the Holy Reman 
empire in 1547, and counts a hundred years 
later, and now own great territorial posses- 
sions in Austria.

was envoy of Emperor Francis Joseph at 
Washington, where, indeed, his eldest, son 
‘was born and a quarter of a century later 
another is the wife of Count Louls Plessen, 
served as secretary of the mission, Which 
meantime had been raised to the rank of en 
embassy.

Incalculable harm has been done to Eng- 
land in the land of the Nile through the 
suspension of the Bank of Egypt and the 
closing of its numerous branch establish- 
ments and agencies in all parts of the coun- 
try, for its board of directors included names 
that hitherto have been regarded as house- 
hold words in connection with Egypt, espe- 
clally among the natives. 

Thus, Col. Sir Colin Scott Moncrelff ts the 
originator of that magnificent modern irri- 
gation system which so vastly has increased 
the agricultural resources of Egypt ~ and 
emancipated the peasant from the cruel 
oppression of the native authorities and of 
the pashas and beys in connection with the. 
distribution of water. 

Field Marshal Lord Grenfell, another of 
the directors, for many years was the com- 
mander in chief of the Egyptian army, led it 
to victory im several battles against thé 
dervishes, and played almost as great a 
role in its organization as Lord Kitchener. 
Large numbers of the troops were fellaheen, 
and, when after completing their term of 
military service they returned to their vil- 
lages to resume their existence as peasants, 
they naturally carried with them the mem- 
ory of that commander who had endowed 
them for the first time in their lives with 
a consciousness of their worth and with 
sentiments of self-respect. 

It was the knowledge that Lord Grenfel? 
and Sir Colin Scott Moncreiff were directors 
of this bank that caused the peasantry 
throughout the length and breadth of Egypt 
to confide their savings to the institution 
or its agents, and to obtain loans therefrom 
on the security either’ of their holdings or of 
their crops, 

The sudden closing of the bank,,therefore, 
has had the effect of convincing thousands of 
these Egyptian peasants that they are ruined, 
that their confidence has been betrayed, and 
that they have been punished by Allah for 
defying the precepts of Mahomet in confiding 
their money to institutions paying thém in- 
terest, instead of concealing it in a hole in 
the ground, as formerly was practiced. 

It is announced from London that the ds- 
sets of the bank in the long run will prove 
sufficient to covers its Habilities. But the 
liquidation will take a considerable time. and 
meanwhile the harm is done and native conti- 
dence destroyed.

If the Bank-.of Egypt has been obltged to 
close its doors it is because its directors, de- 
spite their long residence in Egypt, were 
foolish enough to intrust the direction of its 
destinies to one of those Levantine nonde~ 
scripts who abound in Egypt and ‘who, part 
Syrian, part Greek, with perhaps a touch 
of the Turk, have al] the vices but. none of 
the redeeming qualities of these races, and, 
while affecting Christianity, are devoid of 
the principles of that faith, or of any other.

As the football season progresses the giar- 
ing faults which a number of players have 
displayed at this early stage of the cam- 
paign should be good lessons to the coaches 
and players of other elevens. To the aver- 
age gridiron follower there are a number of 
fundamental principles which should be 
érilied into the minds of the players before 
the first games are played. Taking the ini 
tial contests as a criterion, this has not been 
done and unless certain cardinal points are 
impressed upon the minds of the players the 
mentors of these teams cannot look for suc- 
cessful seasons. : 

In the contests which already have been 
played there have been instances of th 
returners of punts circling outside of and 
around the ends. Since footbal] was first 
played in our American colleges it has been 


a cardinal principle for the ends of the kick- | 


ing side to keep to the outside, thus forcing 
the man with the ball to go in between, where 
he will run into the grasp ofthelinemen. To 
a large degree this has not been done this 
year and to a great extent it has been mighty 
lucky for the kicking side that the returners 
of punts have not made more ground. 


Ends Fail in Duty. 
If the players returning the kicks had 
been fast and elusive the kicking side 


would have suffered immeasurably, because the 
ends did not drive the.man running with the bal! to 
the Inside. It ig easier for the ends to do this 
under the present rules than under the old code. 
The present rulings state that a player of the 
kicking side cannot be interfered with until he has 
pee twenty yards beyond the line of scrimmage 
the event the ball does not touch the ground 
within the neutral zone. As a result, it is an 
easy matter for an end to run unmolested down 
the field with the situation well before him, and 
drive the catcher of the ball between him and a 
player on the other extremity of the kicking side. 
In the games played thus far this year the ends 
have not accomplished this important feature like 
those of former years, and in several games the 
ends overran the catcher of the ball many times. 
While runing down the field the ends have failed 
to keep an eye on the progress of the ball, which 
is another important point. 
Another weakness displayed 
ig attempts to make forward s while the 
passer is too close to the scrimmage line. As the 
rules state that a forward pass must be made 
from a point at least five yards behind the scrim- 
mage line. the passer should be placed far enough 
back so he will be im a position to determine 
whether he shall throw the ball or run with it. 
There must be deception in a forward pass and 
enough time allowed for the ultimate receiver of 
@ pass to get into position where he can catch the 
throw.

Commissioners Say Railroads 
Should Handle Parcels. 


REPORT URGES THE CHANGE. 


National Convention. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 10.~That the rail- 
ways of the country take over the express 
business was virtually recommended today 
to the twenty-third annual convention of the 
National Association of Railroad Commis- 
sioners, in session here, by the committee on 
express rates and express service. There 
was prolonged discussion of the committee’s 
report, which will continue tomorrow. 

“The fact is,” says the report, “ that the 
railways could handle both the heavier com- 
modities and the lighter packages at a lower 
cost and with greater satisfaction than the 
express companies to the public.” 


Objection to Ounce Rate. 

Objection to the adoption of the report was 
made because of the opinion expressed there- 
in that the so-called postal or ounce rates 
of express companies are discriminatory and 
should either be eliminated or raised. Other 
traffic, it was claimed, had to bear the loss 
of the ounce rate matter. 

R. Hudson Burr of Florida, president of 
the association, in his annua! address, de- 
clared the interstate commerce commission 
should have “authority to require the most 
exacting supervision over the manufacture 
of products entering into the equipment of 
railroads.”’ 

“It is appalling,”” he added, “ to note the 
great number of accidents which occur and 
which are attributed to defective equipment 
or defective ralils.”’ 


‘Would Oust Express Companies. 
Mr. Burr expressed his belief that “‘ the 
express business of the country should be 


business. 


the existence of a separate and distinct ex- 
press company as a means of transportation. 
‘* State railroad commissioners are a neces- 
sity because the ordinary courts of the land 
cannot perform such administrative @uties 
as are necessary for the proper regulation of 
transportation problems.” 
“Some railway regulation laws may appear 
radical, but only superficially so,” declared 
Chairman Clements of the interstate com- 
merce commission, in welcoming the conven- 
tion.

UPON PURE FOOD 


Wiley and Aids Will Pass on 
Beer, Vinegar, and Soft 
Drinks Soon. 


RIGID RULES EXPECTED. 


Absence of McCabe and Dunlap 
Gives Federal Expert a 
Freer Hand. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 10.—An order for 
the immediate consideration of the perplez- 
ing questions, “‘ What is beer?” *‘ What is 
vinegar?’ and “ What is a soft drink?” was 
passed this afternoon by the board of food 
and drug inspection at a meeting held in the 
office of Dr. Harvey W. Wiley, obief of the 
bureau of chemistry and chairman of the 
board. 

These three pure food problems have been 
under consideration for nearly two years, 
but members of the board have been unable 
to agree. The retirement of Solicitor George 
P. McCabe and the tem absence of Dr. 
F. L. Dunlap from the. leaves Dr. 
Willey and Dr. R. EB. Doolittle, the new mem- 
ber, prepared to take immediate action t 
settle the long standing controversies. 


First Decision on Vinegar. 

Vinegar will be the first subject consid- 
ered. Hearings recently were held on the 
subject of pure beer, and hearings have been 
held on both the vinegar and soft drinks in- 
vestigations. It is the contention of Dr. 
Wiley that pure vinegar should be made only 
from cider and that vinegars made from 
malt, sugar, molasses, wine, and other in- 
gredients should not be branded as pure vin- 
egar. It is understood that Dr. Doolittle, 
who is the “ vinegar expert ” of the depart- 
ment of agriculture, holds a similar view, 
ané that the board of food and drug inspeo- 
tion is likely to make a ruling soon in.line 
with Dr. Wiley’s views.

Rigid “Soft Drink” Rule. 

Action againgt soft drinks sold at soda 
fountains can apply only to the drinks as 
they are shipped in interstate commerce. 
The government police power will give Dr. 
Whiley the opportunity, however, to enforce 
his rulings in the city of Washington by con- 
fiscating impure drinks at the local soda 
fountains.

Grocery jobbers are advising the retail 
trade to keep their eyes on canned corn, 
which is the only cheap vegetable in the list 
of canned goods. With tomatoes soaring 
skyward and canned peas almost in the lux- 
ury class, well posted men in the grocery 
trade are predicting that canned corn cannot 
be kept at its present level much longer. 

California packers of prunes do not appear 
to be anxious to secure business, either for 
spot or future shipments, and the jobbers 
are seeking to cover their wants from other 
jobbers who bought early when the market 
was considerably below whatit now is. 
Where there have been resales the quotations 
named by the packers are being materially 
shaded. : 


Packers who will quote prices om prunes are 
asking 4c advance over last week for the larger 
sizes, but it is said that one packer offers Xovem- 
ber-December shipment 40s to 606 on a 6c basis, 
with Ke premium on 40s and 10 per cent of 50s in 
the assortment. ; 

Dried peaches are having a slow sale and the 
market has an easy tone. There has, however, 
been no further quotable decline in prices on 
packed fruit, the last f. o. b. quotations on Mutrs 
in 50 Ib boxes being 9%c for standards, 10c for 
choice, 10%c for extra choice, 10%c for fancy, and 
lliec for extra fancy.
